Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Mr. Allen inquired as to amending the claims to overcome the 1 12 
based rejections. The Examiner commented that deleting "10-undecanoic acid" from claim 23 and requiring claim 24 
to recite a mixture of pelargonic acid and capric acid (caprylic acid being deleted as a claim-recited mixture component) 
would overcome the 1 12 based rejections. Corresponding amendments to dependent claims are expected. The 
Examiner commented that claim 24 would have to be reconsidered then as to prior art based grounds of rejection. 
Final detenmination would depend on receiving the amendments and review of the prior art of record and search 
update. 
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
